Pahlavi, Gujarati and English Dictionary, Pols. I. and II. By 
Jamaspji Dastur Minocheheeji Jamasp Asana.

W e have the pleasure to acknowledge receipt of the Tahlavi, Gujarati 
and English Dictionary, the work of Mr. Jamaspjee Dastur Minoche- 
herjee Jamasp Asana. Pahlvi scholars will doubtless be glad towel- 
come this book as a very great aid to them in their studies. The Parsis 
are not far behind in the work, which has been so attractive to Danish 
and German students of Oriental literature. The importance of such 
a work has long been felt, and we are glad to notice that this help 
to the Oriental student has now been furnished. It will be useful 
to Europeans, as the meanings are given both in Gujarati and 
English. The peculiarities of the language have been very carefully 
explained. In the body of the work the words are arranged in 
their phonetic rendering into Gujarati and English, and then their 
meaning is given. The Pahlavi language is the most ancient and 
difficult of all the languages spoken in Persia, though many recent 
words are derived from the A vesta, Sanscrit, and other languages. 
This book will be exceedingly useful to every Pahlavi student, and 
we trust it will be well patronized by students generally in 
Western India.

There are some languages that are called dead, which yet live, 
there are some dying that can well be spared, and there would be 
some advantage if some that are dying could be helped in the process. 
There would be a gain to mankind if humanity could approach a 
little nearer to unity of speech, and the Babel of tongues be reduced 
once more to harmony. It will always happen, however, that as 
threatened men live long, threatened languages will die hard. The 
tendency to extinction as regards the Welsh tongue roused the 
patriotic fire of the people, and to preserve their distinctness as a 
people, they immediately set to work to cultivate the Welsh language,

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and gave prizes for Welsh songs and books. Whether they Trill be 
able to preserve their language for popular use is doubtful in this 
age of Board Schools. No doubt it was similar inspiration that led 
Jamaspjee Minocheheiji Dastnr to compile a Pahlavi, Gujarati, and 
English Dictionary. The work seems to have been undertaken in 
the same spirit, and the second volume has just been published. 
The language is quite strange to people on this side of India, and 
we cannot pretend to give any critical notice of it. We may observe, 
however, the first volume was highly spoken of by Oriental autho- 
rities ; and scholars and students of the language will doubtless find 
it a useful and acceptable work.

We have received a copy of the above work which is published 
at the Education Society’s Press, Byculla. It is beautifully printed 
and well got up, and reflects great credit on the publishers. It has 
been compiled by Jamaspji Dastnr Minocheherji Jamasp Asana, a 
Fellow of the University of Bombay and a Member of the Bombay 
Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society. We do not profess to be 
acquainted with the Pahlvi and Gujarati languages, and have 
therefore referred the work to a native scholar in Madras, a graduate 
of the University, whose opinion we give below. The author 
tells us in his preliminaiy note “ that owing to the study of the 
language having been almost abandoned by the people, and to the 
negligence and unwillingness of its teachers in imparting its know- 
ledge to some praiseworthy few who desire to penetrate the mys- 
teries of their ancient tongue, it has day by day sunk into obscu- 
rity, and finally has become almost obliterated.” It appears that 
the work was designed and commenced by the author’s father, whose 
death made it incumbent on the son to complete it. Several indi- 
viduals, including the late Dr. Wilson, appear to have taken much 
interest m its compilation, and to have rendered some assistance to the 
compiler, who is afraid that several errors may have crept into the 
work, as it is the first attempt of its kind. The native gentleman 
to whom we showed the work says that it is conscientiously compiled, 
and as a book of reference it should be received with favour in the 
Gujarati country, where it is likely to prove a useful and explanatory 
gu.de, both to classical students and to the boys in public schools in 

Bombay as well as to ordinary readers and men of business in that 
Presidency.

We have before us a work which has been too long needed not 
to meet with a cordial welcome ; for though the learned Dastur may 
have left something to be desired from a scientific point of view, 
his book cannot fail to be of immense value to all who aspire to a 
practical knowledge of the Pahlavi tongue. In order to form an 
idea of the advantage accruing to students by the publication of a 
work of this description, it must be remembered that the Pahlavi 
language, though generally written in a character very similar to 
its parent, the Zend, has, by a traditional system of abbreviation, 
come to contain a vast number of words only symbolically represent- 
ed. To illustrate this by an example, it is enough to open the 
Dictionary at the first page, where we find the Zend form of the 
letter a used in Pahlavi as the eqivalent of the Zend sounds a, d, 
i. e., kha and ha ; and glancing down the following pages we find 
this single symbol employed to represent no less than twenty-five 
words and prefixes of the most varied nature. Until a few years 
ago these readings were known only by tradition and by the aid 
of a few imperfect glossaries, and although Dr. West and the 
late Dr. Martin Hang laboured in this field, it was without any 
immediate result, for the former never completed his book and the 
latter died in the midst of his work. Moreover, it is to be feared, 
that owing to the small attention bestowed on the study of English 
and German by the majority of the Tarsi priesthood, the works of 
European scholars would be of little or no use to the very class 
who would in reality most require their assistance. The learned 
Dastur has therefore not only bestowed a boon on Oriental scholars 
as a whole, but has fully doubled the value of his work by giving 
a full version with the pronunciation, in the Gujarati language, 
thus rendering the Pahlavi Dictionary perfectly accessible to his own 
nation. 

The lexicography itself appears to be the result of a much more 
extensive perusal of Pahlavi works than is usually possible, and the 
compiler has had access to many rich private libraries ; so that in 
all probability his work contains a larger number of words than a 
European scholar would have been able to collect. It seems to us 
a matter to be regretted that the references to the authorities have 
been given only in a limited number of instances, though the author 
tells us that this has been done wherever the meaning of a word 
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appeared to him doubtful. It must indeed be evident to scholars 
that, by a more copious quotation of the sources used, the Dictionary, 
though essentially a popular work chiefly designed for the use of 
the Parsis themselves, would make a valuable foundation upon 
which to construct a more elaborate and scientific work. 

The author, in his preliminary note, makes a brief statement of 
the system he has followed, which is an excellent one ; indeed it is 
impossible to overrate the advantages gained by an alphabetical 
arrangement of the Pabalvi words according to their initial symbols, 

independently of their pronunciation As a 

popular and reliable guide and assistant to the native student 
Dastur Jamaspji Minocheherji’s Dictionary stands alone, while to 
the European scholar it will prove itself to be of the greatest value 
in any future attempt to [compile a thoroughly scientific Pahalvi 
Lexicon.

A Pahlavi Dictionary, by Dastur Jamaspji Minocheherji Jamasp 
Asana, of which the first two volumes have just appeared (London, 
Triibner & Co., 1879), supplies a want long felt by students of the 
old Persian speech. Pahlavi is the name applied to the old Persian 
tongue, and more particularly to that phase of it which was spoken 
during the reigns of the Sassanian kings. It is of great interest to 
the philologist, inasmuch as it contains a large admixture of Semitic 
words, derived, however, from a different source than the Arabic 
element in modern Persian, and appears to be akin to the Assyrian. 

Dastur Jamaspji Asana 

interprets the word 11 nzvaresh to mean the “ language of Assyria” 

a suggestion which, if correct, throws some light on the origin of 
the language. The etymology of the word Pahlavi has been the 
subject of much discussion, but the latest as well as the most 
reasonable conjecture is that of Dr. Haug (followed by the author 
of this Dictionary), that it is identical with Parthva, the Parthia 
of the classical writers ; the most warlike and important nation 
having given its name to the language, just as the province 
of Pars has given the name to the language of modern Iran. 
The great difficulty in compiling such a Dictionary as the pre- 
sent, apart from the unsatisfactory nature of the available texts, is 
that the alphabet is so very vague and confused. The language 
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contains a very great number of sounds which the alphabet, 
borrowed from the Semitic, is incapable of expressing ; the same 
letter, therefore, is often used for different sounds, and combinations 
of the various letters again often express simple sounds. This 
makes the arrangement very difficult, but the author of this work 
has adopted the only safe method — that of arranging the words 
according to the alphabetical order of the letters rather than in order 
of sounds. A table, in which the various combinations of the letters 
are explained, also much simplifies reference. The author has in all 
cases followed the traditional reading and interpretation of words, 
leaving to the more critical scholars of Europe the task of investi- 
gating them from a scientific point of view.

The second volume of this valuable work, compiled by Mr. Jamaspji 
Dastur Minocheherj i Jamasp Asana, Fellow of the Bombay University 
and Member of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, is 
now before the public. It continues the Dictionary from page 169 to 
page 440 in the same painstaking, detailed and instructive manner 
which had been pursued in the first volume in four different characters 
and languages ; a peculiarity which alone is calculated to impart to 
this Dictionary a marked pre-eminence over any other hitherto 
published work. The opinions of the late Professor Westergaard, 
of Dr. Hang, as well as of the living scholars, such as Darmesteter, 
West, &c. prefixed to this volume are of more weight than anything 
we could say of its value, so that we may be excused for not adding 
our poor eulogy. The clearness of the various types used is con- 
spicuous and the paper good, which external recommendations will 
also contribute to enhance the intrinsic worth of the book to students.

I am quite of the same opinion as our authorities — 

West, Darmesteter, &c., who find your Dictionary to be of great value 
and advantage to all people studying the Pahlacvi. The thing I 
especially appreciate is your arrangement of the words, by their 
signs and not by their sound ; in a similar way as W est has done it 
in his capital Dictionary to Arda Viraf Naineh. By this way your 
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Pahlavi Dictionary has become a valuable and quite indispensable 
book. At the same time yon have opened to your learned men 
fresh resources, so far unknown to them, smoothing especially many 

disputes with regard to the Ritualism

Translation of a Review of the second part of Pahlavi Dictionary 
written in the “Revue Critique ” of 31s< May 1880, by Dr. James 
Darmesteter, Professor of Iranian Languages at Paris. 

The learned Dastur Jamaspji has now published the second part 
of his Pahlavi Dictionary, (see the review of the first part in the 
Revue Critique of 15th September 1877), in which he takes us as 
far as the group ash. For this part we have to repeat the same 

remarks that we said for the previous one 

When this work will be finished the Pahlavi scholars will have 
an immense material. At first it may not have been easy for them 
to find everything in it, but they will surely find a great deal at last- 
We unfortunately learn that it is very improbable that it would be 
finished. The third volume is in the press, but it is to be feared that 
this would be the last. The times have been hard at Bombay it 
appears, and the subscribers of the Dastur seem to withdraw their 
promises. The subscription of the English Government is not suffi- 
cient to cover its expenses. We hope that the fellow countrymen 
of Mr. Jamaspji will come to better feelings, more in keeping with 
the commandments of Vendidad and with the interests of that 
beautiful and great Zoroastrian literature of which they have the 
sacred trust, because the subscription is in fact a kind of contract of 

the kind Zasta marshlo Mithra Wi-C- and is not less 

sacred, and it would be unworthy on the part of the intelligent 
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community of Bombay to neglect and lose by its lethargy the 
treasnres which are bequeathed to them by their ancestors. Should 
they mind spending a few rupees every year ? The work of their 
learned Dastur will for a great part contribute to make the word 
of Zoroaster and the good law of Mazda better understood in the 
whole of Europe, as they have before them such a prosperous 
wealth. What would the soul of Sir Jamsetji Jijibhoy say in the 
Gurothman ?

Translation of the Review of the Second Part of the Pahlati Dictionary 
written in a German periodical called “ Dae J.iterarische 
Centralblatt,” of June 1880. 

It is the want of a clerical hand-book, which makes the study of 
the Pahlavi Literature so very difficult. It is true we have a few 
special Dictionaries, such as Arda Viraf of West, and the Bnndehesh 
of Justi; but a Dictionary of the whole literature, containing 
especially the translations of the Avesta, has always been a great 
necessity for all Iranists. For this reason we may well express onr 
joy, that the learned Parsee Priest Jamaspji, whose knowledge in 
the Pahlavi literature surpasses by far all Europeans, has continned 
and finished the great work of the Pahlavi Dictionary, begun by hia 
father. 

This Dictionary contains 440 pages, about 4,000 words, written 
in original types, as well as in Gujarati and Roman letters, with 
their meaning in the Gujarati and the English languages. The whole 
book is arranged in the same way as Dr. West’s Dictionary of Arda 
1 Viraf ; the last word of the 2nd volume being dshuftan. .... 

We sincerely hope that this Dictionary will progress more and 

more ; it will certainly meet with great success 

A certain number of letters, just printed, prove that the completion 
of this Dictionary is looked for with interest by all learned men. 

Translation of a Review by Dr. C. de Harlez, of the University 
of Louvain (Belgium), in the Bulletin Critique of 1st 
January 1881. 

The religions books of the ancient Persians and 

of the Zoroastrians of the posterior times are still in obscurity. A 
complete Dictionary of the Pahlavi language is one of the principal 
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desiderata of Oriental science. Certainly there are some special 
lexicons explaining certain texts ; but a complete glossary of the 
language has not yet been compiled. It is therefore very satisfactory 
that a Zoroastrian priest, a Dastur of Gujarat, has undertaken this 
work so difficult and important 

It is evidently not a long time since Europe taught India to 
understand its religious books. The Indian Parsis, instructed by 
our great masters, have taken the lead in their turn, and are now 
the pioneers of science. But their zeal could only be admired 
chiefly because a religious sentiment and some opinion of their faith 
instigates them. 

It was therefore with a lively sympathy that the commencement 
of the work of Dastur Jamaspji Minocheherji was received. Two 
volumes of the Pahlavi Dictionary are already published, notwith- 
standing the material difficulties which detained our author up to 
this moment. We sincerely hope that his work may be brought to 
a successful end. 


Although the method of the author is not that of European science, 
yet his book constitutes a collection of the most precious materials. 
Dastur Jamaspji Minocheherji was perfectly prepared for the 
execution of this great work. He possesses numerous Pahlavi works 
and manuscripts, several of which were yet unexplored ; he has 
studied them thoroughly ; and knows the whole of the contents. 
His work is received with great favour, as could be seen from the 
Introduction of the 2nd volume, where the opinions of some princes 
of European science are given. In fact we see among them the 
editors of our principal reviews : West in the Academy, Angelo de 
Gubernatis in the Bulletino, Ferd. Justi in the Bibliographisches 
Anzeigen , and Haug in his Essays. 


In his preliminary notes he first gives the explanation of his 
method of compilation, on reading which the student must engrave 
it in mind if he wishes to profit by the use of the book

A complete Dictionary of the Pahlavi of the Persian books is still 
one of the principal desiderata of the Oriental science. It exists 
well in the form of special lexicons, explaining the texts of certain 
books in particular, such as the Pandnameh, the Ardaviraf Narneh, 
the Goshte Farian and of certain fragments, such as are given in 
the second volume of the “ Traditional Literature of the Parsis” 
by Spiegel, and our “ Pahlavi Manual,” but a complete one of the 
b 
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language has not yet been attempted, and arranged in order. Many 
important books are, therefore, in some .measure obscure up to 
this time. It was therefore with a lively satisfaction that European 
savants learnt that a Zoroastrian priest, a Dastur of Gujarat, had 
undertaken this task, equally difficult and important. They now 
see that the time when Europe taught the Indian Zoroastnans to 
understand their religious books has passed away. The Indian 
Parsis, instructed by our own qualified masters, have taken the 
lead in their turn, and the science will be soon indebted to them 
for the remarkable progress. 

Amongst the books destined to favour this progress we can 
mention the Pahlavi Dictionary of the Chief Dastur of Bombay. His 
rank as a Fellow of the University of Bombay already tells us that 
we have to do with a man of science. 

It will not at all be astonishing, therefore, for the favour with 
which the commencement of the work of Dastur Jamaspji Mino- 
cheherji was received. The author was besides perfectly able for 
the execution of this great work. He possesses a rich library and 
precious manuscripts, several of which are still unknown to Europe. 
He has managed to turn his literary riches to good account. The 
savants of India as well as of Europe are pleased to give their 
unanimous eulogium to this new Dictionary. The reviews taken by 
Drs. West, Justi, Angelo de Gubernatis, Haug, and Westergaard are 
to be found in the Introduction of the 2nd volume. It is also with 
profound surprise that we have learnt that this interesting work is 
threatened to be interrupted by want of perseverance of its support- 
ers It would do honour to the Indian Government if it should take 
such means as could bring the work to a successful end — the 
learned Europeans would certainly co-operate with all the power 
that lies in them. 

In the beginning of his work, Dastur Jamaspji Minocheherji gives 
some indications relating to the alphabetical order adopted in the 
Dictionary. It is not at all an easy thing to arrange the Pahlavi words 
in such an order as could make the reference easy. ' The author, 
according to our notion, has followed here the most wise plan, and it 
is likewise what we are resolved upon. He has only taken into 
account the form of letters — the scholar has thus an assured guide. 
In the arrangement of letters the author has followed, contrary to the 
adopted usage, the linguistic order (order relating to the Science of 
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Language), plaoing first tlie vowels, then the gutterals, palatals, dentals, 
&c., following. The Dictionary of the Dasturan Dastnr of Bombay 
will certainly be a rich thesaurus of the Zend (Pahlvi) language, and 
the most precious assistance for the Iranists. Numerous are the 
words for which one could vainly search in the usual lexicons printed 
as well as unprinted. With a modesty which honours him greatly, the 
author recognizes how it is easy to be misled in a work of this kind, 
undertaken for the first time, and he begs of his readers to point 
him out his errors. He has tried to rectify the readings adopted by 
his co-religionists, and has, for this purpose, very much compared 
them with the system adopted in Europe. However, we think, it 

would have been better if he had followed it completely 

The Introduction, which is not at all without scientific value, 
treats of the Pahlavi language and of the signification of the words 
P ahlavi and Huzvaresh. The author naturally follows the Zoroas- 
trian and Avestic traditions— he takes the origin of the language 
from the Kayanian and the Peshdadian Kings. We are not to discuss 
here the questions of this kind which only indirectly concern the 
Dictionary, Everybody like us would wish that the learned Dastnr 
may be able to finish the work soon, and will eagerly recognize the 
services which it would render to the science. We have learnt that 
he has been able to overcome the difficulties which retarded his 
publication, and that the third volume of the Pahlavi Dictionary is 
now on the point of appearing.

Its peculiar charac- 
teristic is said to be its inextinguishable pro- 
perty by water, which, if poured, only serves 
to make it burn brighter, as is the case with 
ordinary fire when clarified butter or oil is 
poured over it.

It seems that 
the four forms are prescribed with the object ') 
of meeting light or heavy expenses, that is to 
say, with the view to suit the means of differ- i 
ent persons. We learn, besides, from certain 
Pehlvi books, that the virtue of performing or } 
causing to be performed one Izashni is (con- r 
sidered) equal in weight to 10,000 tandfdrs, l 
and that of one Vendiddd to 100,000 tandf&rs.
